Thetruth #, as I entred upon this War by your 
ddvice and encouragement ; ſo I do deſire, that you 
may as frequently as s poſſible, recerve informatt- 
on of the Conduf, and Effetts cf it, and that 1 
mav have the continuance of your chearfull Supply 
for the carrying it on. 1 will not deny to you, that 
it hath proved more chargeable then I could ima- 
pine it would bave been : T hbe addition they ſtill 
made to their Fleets, beyond their ſorſ# purpoſe; 
made it unavoidably neceſſary for me 1s make pro- 
portionable Preparations, which God hath hither- 
to bleſſed with ſucceſs in all Encounters. And as 


the Enemy bave wſed their utmoſt endevours by 
A 2 Calummes 


[FT Am confidem you all believe, that if 
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Calummies and falſe ſuggeſtions, to make themſelves 
Friends, and to perſwade others to aſſiſt them againſt 
Us; ſo I have not been wanting to m—_—_ thoſe 
Princes who bave been wronged by the Dutch, 
z0 recover their own by force ; and in order 
thereunto, bave aſſiſted the Biſhop of Munſter 
with a very great ſum of ready Money, and am 
ro continue a ſupply to him, who # now in the 
bowels of ther Country with a Powerfull Army. 
T heſe Iſſues, which 1 may tell you, bave been 
made with very good Condnt and Hwbanary, 
(wor indeed doe I kncw that any thing bath been 
ſpent, that could bave been well and faſely ſaved) 
1 ſay, this expence will, not ſufjer you 10 wonder, 
that the great Supply which 30u gave me for this 
War, in ſo bountiful! a proportion, # upon 1be mat- 
ter already ſpent : So that 1 mzſt not onely exped 
an aſſiſtance from you; to carry on 14s War ; but 
ſuch an aſſiſtance, as may inable Me 10 defend My 
Self and you, againſt a more F. werfull Neigh- 
bour, if be ſhall prefer the Frienaſiip of the 
Dutch before Mine. EE. 
 T told you, when T entred upon ths War, That] 
bad not ſuch a Brutal appetite, as 10 make Var for 
War ſake. I am ſtill of the ſame mind : I have 
beew ready to receive any Prepoſiticns that France 
bath thought fit to offer to that end : but hitherto 
nothing bath been offered worthy My acceptance; 
nor # the Datch leſs inſolent, though IT know no 
advantage they have had, but the continuance of 
tbe Contagion ; God Almighty, I hope, will ſhortly 
deprive them of that encouragement.

Eg He King is not content, you ſee, to leave you to your 
ſelves to make a ſtare of this War, and the ſucceſs that

|  *.who have had any curioſity to inform themſelves 3 bur 
takes care that you be informed by Himſelf , that you may know all 
that he knows, that ſo you may be able to give Him your Counſel 
upon the cleareſt evidence. = 

[n order to this, it will not I hepe be unſeaſonable or ingrateful to 
you, to refreſh your memory , by looking ſome years backwards, even 
tothe time of His Majeſties happy Reftauration, that we may take 
the betrer proſpe&t of che poſture we are now in, and how we have 


come Into It. 


What inclinations His Majefty brought home with Him, to livein | 


Amity with His Neighbours of Hellsnd, though He had received ln- 
dignities enough from them, and in truth had been little leſs pro- 
ſcribed there, than He had deen in England , needs no other manife- 
ſtation, than that He choſe rhat place to imbarque Himſelf in, when 
Ne was preſſed by the two Neighbour Kings, from whom He had re- 
ceived more Civilities, to have made uſe of their Ports. It cannot be 
denied , but char His reception in Holand was with great Civiliry and 
lnftre, and a ſufficient evidence that they had a fnll fenſe of the 


high Honour His Majeſty had vouchſafed to ther, and the departure 


fron thence was with equal and mutval ſatisfaction in each other ; 


which made many men the more to wonder, thar albeit the Ambaſſa-, 


dors who were to follow , had been nominated before the King left 
the Hgze, there was ſo long an Interval before their Arrival Jerez 
that the two Neighbour Kings, and many other Princes had finiſh- 
ed their Ambafſfies of Congratulation , before we had heard atty more 

from the United Provinces. on | 
You 2ll remember how long it was before the Armies were dif- 
binded, and the Fleets paid off; during which time , His Majeſty 1:* 
red upon his Credit , and eafily contracted a great Debt for the meer 
| B ſuppott 
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ſupport of himſelf and his houſhold , which was nor ſo eafily dif- 
charged afterwards. There was one thing that exceedingly ſurprized 
bim, whenhe found (which will be incredible ro poſterity) that a Tri» 
umphant Nation, uhat had made it ſelf terrible tro Chriſtendom, by ha- 
ving fought more Battels than all che Neighbour Kingdoms and Srares 
together had ever done in ſo few years, and ſeemed to be ina poſture 
ready to fight them over again ; that had fo long Reigned over the Oce- 
an in formidable Fleets ; ſhould ar the 1 i:ne of his Maieſties happy Re- 
turn, as if onthe ſa.{dea all their Arms had been turned into Plough+ 
fkares, and their Swords iaco Pruniag hooks, not have in all their 
Magazines, in a{l the Stores, Arms enough to put inte the hands of 
five thouſand men, nor Provifions enough to {et our Ten new Ships 
to Sea. Which his M:jsfty did not defice ſhoule be known to his beſt 
Neighbours, how little ſoever he ſufpeRed their AﬀeRions; nor did 
indeed ſo much as make ic known to his Parliament, bur made it his firſt 
care, withour the leaſt noiſe, and with all imaginable ſhifrs, ro pro- 
vide for the fall 'upply of thoſe important Magazines and Stores which 
have been ever fince repleniſhed as they ouyghe co be. 

He haJ nor the lez't imagination that any of his Neighbours would 
wantonly affe@ to interrupe the happy Calm that he and themſelves 
enjoyed ; and therefore reſolved torerrench the vaſt expence of the Na. 
vy ; under which he found the Nation evento groan ; and our of that 
good hnzhandry to provide for more neceſſiry Disburſ ments :Yet, that 
the World mizht nor think that he had abindoned the Otem,.and that 
the memory of the glorious Attons the Engliſh had fo lately perfor- 
med upon it, mighe not vaniſh in an inſtant, after he had '(provited 
ſuch a Guard as the Narrow Seas never ought to be withour, in the 
Spring he ſert 2 firong Fleer againſt rhe Pirates of A/grers and Tre 
poly (who had grown to that ſtrength and boldneſs, that they interrupt- 
ed the whole [rade of Chriſtendom) as the only Enemies he would 
chooſe to have. 

It was a Defign of great Glory, and equal Expence, crowned in rhe 
end by God Almighty , with the S1ccefs we could with, and with an 
entire ſubmiſſion tothe Engliſh Flag , and as great ſecurity ro all His 
Maijeftics Subjes in their Trade, as the engag-menr and honour of 
Infidels can give; and this Agreement rarifi=d with a'l f5rmyility (che 
like whereof had never been before) by the Great Dark himfclf- 

Hereupnn the King azain renewed his refolurion for a furrh-r re- 
trenc:1ment of his Naval-exp2nce, evo1 ro the leſſening of the Gard 
1n the N irrow Seas; His M=rchnrs in all places receiving leſs in er- 
ruption in their Trade, then they had in any former r1me undergone 2 
unril he receice] Intelligence from the Srrarghts, that the faithleſs 
People of <Al2iers , who had (5 lately ſubmirred ro hin, had commir- 
red new Inſolencies upon ſome of his Subj-C&s, or rather upo7 Forerg 
perſons raken by his SubjeAs inro their poſſeſhon, and which the 
Turks pretended they might do without violation of rhe Treaty * 
But his Majeſty reſolving to admit none of thoſe Elucidarinns , 
loft no rime in ſending 2 new firong Fleer into the Medrterranen, 
to chaſtiſe thoſe perfidious Pirates ;. and after a chargeable War me 


upon them for near or full twelve Months, and after having t:ken 
jeyerai 
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ſeveral of their Ships from thein, and upon the matter blockingthem 
vp in their Harbours, He received a ſecond ſubmiffion from thens 
with better and more advantagtous Conditions than the forrmer. 

[ :nuſt nor omit one circumſtance ; That abour this time, the Datch, 
who received much more prejudice and damage from the Tarts than 
the Engliſh had done, beſought his Majeſty chat be would onee more 
ſend 2 Eleer into thoſe Seas againſt thoſe Pirates , and that ir might 
vpon all occaſions joyn with one they were likewiſe ready to ſend our to 
che ſame Chriſtian end, and for the utter extirpation of thoſe Seg- 
Robbers; and within a very ſhore time after the Ergliſh Fleet was 
gone, they likewiſe ſent De Rayter with a good Fleer thither, which 
was ſo far from any corjuntion with us, that when our ſhips chaſed 
any Algrier-men near them, they never offered to obſtru@ their flighr, 
but quickly made it matifeſt, that they rather brought money with 
chem to buy a diſhonourable and diſadvanragious Peace, than to make 
2 War upon them- 


Marters ſtanding thus 3 The Kings Fleet being gone into the 


Straigh's againſt che T«r&eſb Pirarcs, and there remaining few ſhips 


inthe Narrow Seas 5 we began every day to hear of Depredations by 
the D«tch upon our Merchants ia all parts. Inftead of delivering vp 
the ILand of Poleroon in the Eaft- 1wazes (as by the Treaty they ought 
to have done) They by cheir N ival Power in rhoſe parts hindered us 
from Crading there, and would not ſuffer our Ships ro take in their 
Lading of ſuch Merchandiſe as the FaQtors had provided and made 
ready for their Fraighr, upon pretehice that thoſe parts where the Mets 
chandiſe was ready to be imbarqued, were in the Dominion nf ſome 
Princes whom they had declared ro be their Enemies, and fo they 
would nor ſuffer any Traffique ro be mainrained with them. And 
thev publiſh: d the like Declaration, and challenge rh» ſame Snve- 
raignty in Afizca, and by vertve thereof would nor ſt f;-r our ſhips 
to Trade upon that Coaſt, where we had a trade lo3nz before the Dutch 
had any foMting in thoſe parts. 

Theſe Inſofencies made thar noiſe in the world , that the Englith 
Merchants felr the «ff+ &s of it in all places, till it reached the ears of 
the Parliament, which in Apr! was twelve months, preſented the 
ſme t2 his Majeſty, and beſoughr him that he would take ſome ſpree» 
dy anJ effeQual courſe for the redreſs of thoſe wrongs, diſhonours, and 
Indigniries,which were the greateſt ObRruQiors of our Trace; and de- 
clared that in the proſecution thereof they would with their Lives and 
Fortunes affiit his Majeſty againſt all cppoſitions wharſocver. 

My Lords and Gentlemen, You very well remember, that though 
His Majeſty was very well pleaſed with the grear Zeal you ſhewed 
fnr the advancement of Trade, He was far from reſolving to make. 2 
War upon the warmth of that Declaration , bur told you that he 
would examine 2nd p-ruſe the particular Complaints which had been 
repreſented to his Parliament, and would thereupon demand juſtice 
and reparation from the StateioGemeval., which Demand he 2ppoinred 
his Miniſter refiding there, to make in a ſhort rime afrer. What ef- 
fe&t that Candid way of pro-eeding found, is enough known to the 
world. Inſtead of other application, they declare themſelve: wonders 
fully offended with the D.cclaration of the Parliament, with manv in- 
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ſolent expreſſions ſuitable to the manners of a Common-wealth 3 They 
gave preſent Orders for equipping a very great Fleet, and the raiſing 
many Land-Souldiers,making greater preparations for V Var, than chey 
had done in many years before. They had made a complaint to his Mar 
jeſty, that a Captain of one of the ſhips which his Majeſty bad lent 
rothe Royal Company , had in his Voyage thirher , taken a Fort be- 
longing tothem neer Cape verte, for which they demanded ſatisfaQtion, 
The King afſured them , that he had nor the leaſt Commiſſion or Au- 
thority from him for ſo doing 3 thas He expe@ed him home very ſpee- 
dily, and then he ſhould be ſure to. undergo that puniſhmene which 
the nature of his offence required, when the matter ſhould be exami» 


ned, and they ſhould be ſure to receive full reparation. This fatisfied 


them not, bur in great fury they reſolve to ſend forthwith a ſtrong 
Fleet to Guiry, and granted a Commiſſion (which they rook care ro 
publiſh) rothe Commander in chicf, to make war upon the Exg/ifÞ in 
thoſe parts, and to do them all the miſchief they could. 

The King found himſelf now obliged , in whar ftrait ſoever, to pro» 
vide for the prote@ion of his SubjeCts in thoſe parts , and for the ſap- 
port of that trade, which I doubr is not enough taken ro heart, and the 
value thereof not enough underſtood ; and in order rhereugro , with 
great (peed cauſed a Fleee to be made ready for that Expedition, un- 
der the Command of his Highneſs Prince Rupert, who was under ſatl 
for the Voyage; when his Majeſty found it neceflary to ſtop the Prince 
bis farcher proſecution of it , upon good inrelligence thar the Dutch 
bad appointed their Admiral wich a Fleet of fifiy Sail, to convey the 
other 'Fleer deſigned for 6#«izy through the Channel in contempt of 
his Majeſty, who had a very ſmall Fleet in readine(s ; and that De 
Rayter was likewiſe (ene out of the S1797ghts from proſccuting the 
Twrks, to make war upon the Engliſh in Gutny, when at the ſame 
time they had earneſtly prefſed the King upon many profeſſions of 
defire to prevent a war, that Prince Rupert's Fleet might lay in Har- 
beur,as theirs ſhould doyrill ſome means might be found for an accom- 
modarion of all Differences. And in tritth, this very difficult $tra- 
tagem of pretending one thing, and intending another ; of promi- 
fing with all ſolemnity , and never reſolving to perform; of ſwearing 
this day nor to do a thing , when they had ſerved their turn by having 
done it yeſterday , thatno body could know, is the higheſt Pinacle of 
their Wiſdome of Stare , by which they govern their affairs , and 
delude their Neighbours. 

The Winds were not favourable ro this triumphant defign: And 
now the King found the value of tbe Vere , and Declaration of His 
Perliament, it was a Rich and a Maſſie Vote, whici ina ſhort time 
He coined into Two huadred thouſand pounds r-ady money in rhe 
Chamber of the Ciry of Lozdoz; with whick he gave Order forthwith 
to make ready more Ships; and the Dake going Himſelf ro the 
Fleet, by His indefatigable indufiry, with incredible Expedition 
added ſo many good - Ships to thoſe under rhe Command of Prince 
Rapert, that in November He put Himſelf on Board the Fleet, refol- 
ving to top the Datch if the Wind gave them leave to purſue their for- 
mer Reſolution , which from the time the Duke was known to be at 


Sea, #6ey fairly declined, and were Content rather tO be fafe in their 
own 


own Harbours than to Took to the fecurity of their Merchants : It 
was high time now to feiz upon as many of their ſhipsas came in our 
way , to fatisfie the Damages we had reaſon to believe we ſhould ſus- 
Rain from De Rayter's Expedition into Gu1ny with the Commillion 
mentioned before : but there was nor the Lading of one ſhip ſold or 
diſpoſed of, till His Majeſty received fell information of De Reuters 
having begun the War upon the Coaſt of Africs, by ſeizing upon 
onr (hips, raking our Forts, and committing all the aQsof HoRility, 
which his Commitfon direfted him nnto; His Majeſty likewiſe ar the 
ſame time recciving new Advertiſement of their refuſal to deliver up 
the L{land'of Poleroon to him, which they were bound to by their Trea- 
ty. And will you nor wonder after all this at the confidence of theſe 
mien > and more, that any Neighbour Prince ſhould have that coofi- 
dence in them, as to declare, that the King our Maſter is the Agoreſ- 
for, that he firſt began the War? © wy 

Prom this time the War began to be more incarneft, and to be car- 
ried on at annther Expence. Though his Royal Highneſs ventured 


himſelf in November , in a Fleet confiſting of little more than fifty 


ſhips, to ſtop the Dutch from paſting through the Channel ; Yet in 
eAprit (which was within few daies after your Prorogation , and the 
end of your laft Seffion) he went again to Sea with a much ftronger 
Fleet, and more proporrienate to the preat preparations the Enemy 
had made; and even after he was gone to Sea, vpon great additions of 
firength every day made by the Dutch; more good ſhips were ſent to 
reinforce the Fleet, inſomuch, as upon that glorious third of Jare, 
when they had the covrage to vifit our Coafts, after the Duke had in 
vain called npon chem at their own doors. and took many of their 
Merchants Ships in their fight, the Engliſh Fleet confifted of very few 
leſs than One hnndred Sail. The Aion and the Bleifing of char day; 
hath been celebrated in all the Churches in Ergland, and in the hearty 
devotions of all rrue Evgliſh-men; and therefore I ſhall no more of ic 
herez ſave only, that wherher the publick Joy then, even upon the ſo- 
lemn Thatksgiving day,was {ſuperior 10 the Univerſal conſternation that 
ſpread it ſelf over thc Nation before;I appeal to the breafts of ai here pres 
ent: We who had the henour to be near the King at that time, ob- 
ſerved him to be in that agony that canhiot be exprefſed, an agony him- 
ſelf could not have long endured,even when by allthe intelligence he re- 
ecived hourly from the Coaft, he had reaſon to aſſure himſelf of the 
 ViQory. In that great Aion we ſunk, burned and took eightern 
pood ſhips of war, whereof half were the beſt they had, wich the loſs 
of one ſingle ſmall ſhip of ours, but of many noble and gallant Per- 
ſons, of too much valne to be ventured (ifthere had nor been a greater 
Venture) againſt ſuch traſh: and whoſe memories ovght ever to be 
preſerved ahd extolled, and made precious to poſterity. © _ 
No diligence was omitted, but all imaginable Expedition uſed in re- 
freſhing, repairire, and ſetting out the Fleet again; In order to which; 
the Xing himſelf made a journey thither , and Rtayed ill he ſaw all 
teady arid fit to Sail : bur then, ho entreaty, no impIrtunity, could pre- 
vail with Him to ventufe his Brothet again; though Hits Farvily and 
all preparations for the Voyage were fill on Board. His Majeſty tos 
well remembred, atid till fele the impreffions he had undergonc the 
Third of Fane; and having got his o_—_ inco his arms again #. 
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would not returf without him, committing the charge of the Fleet 


; tothe Earl of Sandwich, who had aged ſo good 4 partin it. 


Wichin few daies after, the beginning of 7#ly, the Earl of Sandwich 
went again-to the Coaſt of Holland, with a Fleer in no degree inferior 
tothe former, and Rode before the Texe! to invite the Datch toa 
new Engagement, they having uſed all the Arts at home to conceal 
theloſs and diſhonour they had undergone, and pretended to be very 
ready and folicitous for another Battel, when there was no appearance 
of their purpoſe to come out : And upon ſure intelligence thar rhe 
Faft- tudis Fleet was coming about by the North, he received Orders 
togo for Normay, upon ſuch encouragement as Was Ot made g00d, fo 
that he was diſappointed of the expeQation he had very reaſonably car- 
ried with him thither, and at a ſeaſon when that Climate gives little 
encouragement to abide in thoſe Seas. I am not yet to enlarge npon 
that matter, till I hear a better account from ſome of our friends : 
however though he could not meer with their whole Fleet , as he en- 
deavoured to do; yet he hath had the good Forrune in two Encounters 
to take Eight of their great Ships of War, two of their beft-Eaſft- n+ 
42a Ships, and about ewenty of their Merchants ſhips, all under the 
prote&ion of rheir Fleet, or ovght to have been 3 and was rhen by 
Tempeſt, and other Reaſons, which no wiſdome of his could prevent, 
obliged to put into our own Harbours. 

I do not mention the great numbers of the Priſoners we have taken , 
an Army ot Priſoncrs, who, in truth do us more harm at Land, than 
ever they did at Sea, and are a charge that never fell under out Eſtimate 
and cowputation : I would not be underſtood, that we had entred up- 
en a War, and never thought of Priſoners, and fick, and wounded 
men ; bur, that the Priſoners, and wounded men ſhould bring upon us 
ſo prodigious an Expence, and of which we can yet fee no bottom 3 in- 
ſomuch, as in one place, I think Colchefter, that eharge comes to twelve 
hundred pounds the week; I ſay, ſuch an Expence never came into our 
computation. ; 

The X#ng tells you , He hath enabled the Prince and Biſhop of Mex- 
fer to demand Juſtice from thoſe who have- ſo notoriouſly opprefled 
him witch ſuch outragious Circumſtances of Inſolence and ſcorn, as are 
enough known to the world ; and he hath demanded it bravely, in ſuch 
an Equipage as hath not been made for lictle Money , in which he can 
Cake, as well as ask, fatisfaQtion. 

Afrer all this, ſince there is a Juſtice due to the worſt Enemies, We 
muſt do them this right, that they do nor at all ſeem weary of the 
War, they do nor diſcover the leaſt inclination-to Peade. It is true, the 
Preneh King hath offered his Mediation - and truly if he intends no 
more than a Mediation, it is an Office very worthy The moſt Chriſtian 
King; I wiſh with all my beart, that (as a Mediatour ) he wr-u'd 
make equal propoſitions, or thar he weuld nor ſo importunately preſs 
His MajcRty tO conſent ro thoſe he makes, upon an Inſtance and Argu- 
ment, that he holds himſelf engaged by a former Treaty Cof which we 
never heard till ſince the beginning of this war, and had ſome reaſon to 
have preſnmed the contrary) to affiftthe Dutch with Men and Money, 
if His Majefty doth not conſent. 

His Majeſty tells you, that he hath nor an appetite to make wat 


for war ſake, but will be alwaies ready to make ſuch a Peace as may 
be

de for His Honour, and the intereſt of his Subjes ; and no doubr but it will 
| be a great trouble and grief to him to find ſo grear a Prince, towards whoay 
he hath manifeſted ſo great an affeQion, in conjuntion with his Enemies : 
yet even the apprehenſion of ſuch a war wi'l not terrifie him to purchaſe a 
Peace by ſuch Conceſſions as he wonld be afhamed to make you acquainted 
with ; of which nature you will eaſily believe the Propoſitions hitherto made 
to be, when. you know that the releaſe of Poleroon in the Exfi=1a4ies and the 
demoliſhing the Fort of Cabs: Corſo upon the Coaſt of Gurry, are two, which 
would be upon the matter to be contene with a very vile Tradein the Eaſf- 
J1ndies, under their Comptroll, and with none in G=iz7. And yet theſe are 
not Propoſitions unreaſonable enough to pleaſe the D#tch, who reproach 
France for interpofing for Peace, 1nftead of affifting them in the War; 
boldly infifting upon the advancage the Contagion in Londen and lome orher 


parts of the Kingdome gives them, by which they confidently fay, the Xing. 


will be no longer able to maintaina Fleer againſt them ar Sea ; and as if God 
Almighty had ſent this heavy viſitation upon the XKi7gdom on their behalf; 
' 2ndto expoſe it to their malice and infolence, They load us with ſuch re- 
proaches, as the civility of no other Language will admit the Relation ; rhe 
truth 85,they have a Diale@ of rudeneſs fo peculiar totteir Language ard their 
People, that it is high time for all X:ngs and Princes ro oblige them to

andaQtivity to make others declare themſelyes ſo roo; the great preparations 
they make, and even Declarations that they will have anotber Battel, towards 
which they have in readineſs an equal number of new, greater, and betcer 
ſhips to thoſe rkey have loft, furniſhed wich larger and greater Arcillery ; fo 
that if they were to be manned wirh any other Nation then their own, they 
might be wort! y our apprebtenſion. What preparations are to be made 


on our Part, you can beſt judge. I have fully obeyed the Command that was | 


laid vpon me, in making you this plain, clear, true narrative of wvat hath piſ- 
ſed 3 I have no Order to make any refliftion upon it, nor any deduction from 
it: The King himſelf hath cold you, that che noble unparalleld Supply you
